The above letter is rather long, and I hesitateda good deal about taking up so much 
precious space in the Herald; but, onthe other hand, could I devote it to anything nore 
inportant than to give a message of comfort to one with such heart and soul hunger as 
shown in-this letter?

My sister came to me and told me of her passing, before 
I got tne telegram I saw the passing of my mother; I saw the funeral service, in də- 
tail, three thousand miles away, and described it to one who was there two years later. 
I could go on and give you thousands of experiences inmy own life. Many are the warn- 
ings I have received, when driving my car over the country, as to impending troubles. 
Our churches teach abstract immortality; to me, it is a positive knowledge there is. 
no death. And many of you could know for yourself, if you would get away by yourself. 
and „o into the silence,, and. listen, and especially if there was a strong love tie, 
you can feel their presence. 


woWy as to the materialization of the little girl, I know that is possibbe, and that 
this dear mother does not have to wait until she passes over, to contact her little 
daughter. With the right conditions, she will know beyond the shadow ofa doubt. And 
whatever the faults of spiritualism may be, they have brought comfort to millions, — 
with tne knowledge that the grave does not end anything; that there is nothing in death 
to fear, you simply drop off an old coat. I have contacted psychics of all kinds and ~ 
degrees, during tne past forty years; but remember, you can be psychic without being - 
Spiritual. I have met people who were very vicious, and yet they were psychic; so I 
Say to this dear lady; don't let anyone throwa doubt into your mind as to the reality 
that it was your little daughter you saw, rather, a materialized body. Didn't Jesus 
waterialize a body, His body, many times? ten’ 


As to reincarnation, there is plenty of proof in your Bible; Jesus said, Before Abraham ` 
was. I am. In other words, He had teen on earth before Abraham; and furthermore, He 
says He is coming back again.

self with wishful tainking? Those were the thoughts that could not be downed. 


Some of you think'I am very harsh in my criticism of you; well, when I turn my analyt- 
ical mind upon myself, you really see something, I am unmerciful. "But, you say, 
"you could not expect to change our national trend, with the handful of people you 
reach." That is true; and yet, if I could ‘have inspired the small group that I 

reach each monti; if I could get them to see the pictureas I see it, and act accordingly 


I am not so sure. that we could not -have made a dent in the national picture. Our 


subscription list aas never reached up to a thousand, in fact it has averaged around 
700 for years. During tne past two years we have printed 5,000 copies of AMERICA 


SPEAKS, which means better than 4,000 were given away each month; and at least two. 


people read every copy, on an average, for we nave records of from 10 to 20 people 
reading our paper and our Beacon Light Herald each month. 


Now, any person who can read my message every month without contributing a dime, has 
not been benefitted; nas not been reached; has not been stirred toa sense of patriot- 
ic service or a realization of their duty as a citizen. AMEKICA SPEAKS is devoted to 
Anericanism; The Beacon Light Herald is devoted to the purpose of arousing you to a 
sense of duty, a sense of responsibility to your Creator. This, we have not succeeded 
in doing, except only in the case of a very small handful. We have nad numerous 


pledges of monthly support; only one nas really kept that pledge, an elderly ceuple 
who get ~50e month each old age pension; and every month they send me two $1.00 bills 


to fulfill their pledge. This nas been maintained for years. In this case I have 
succeeded in inspiring them with confidence in me as a leader. 


I near a chorus of protests; "You are wrong, friend Kullgren, we do bel:eve in you, 


we are impressed with your sincerity and earnestness, we do accept you as a teacher 
and a leader." Theoretically, yes; actually, no. My mind goes back two thousand 
years, to when the Master faced the same problem. He. had 12 disciples, who were very 
Close Lo Him; but he also had another, an esoteric group, of around 70 or more, of whom 
i.icodemus was one. And yet, at the time of tne obey he oi what did we find? de 
Stood alone; Peter denied Him thrice. 


When the Satanic forces, got into action in '42, a very cumbia fraction of our readers 
stood firn; most of you allowed the F B I to intimidate you into’giving up your mag- 
azines.

They ‘opened their home .to my wife when she came down to 
visit me, givin her moral ang material support; I shall always feel grateful for that. 
But it seemed, in tnat hóur of trial, my work was dissipated into nothing.

But what nurt tne haii was the fact tnat I have many wealthy friends — or shall I say 
associates— wno ceuld easily have come forth and paid my bail. < The bail on two 
cnarges was 30,000; the bonding company wanted 12%, $3,600. Within a‘month we had 
the bail down to $15,000,.still no one forthcoming. In the meanwhile, those of small 
means were sending in their $1.00 and $2.00 contributions to my wife. This went on 
for 3 months; by tnat time we nadtne bail reduced to $7500, and there was then enough 
money to bail me out, 


I did not mind being iadicted and cnarged with sedition, I expected that; I did not 
mind .beinz imprisoned, I expected that; but I actually believed that bail would be 
forthcoming within a tew days or a week at the most. All my business friends were

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Do you recall tnat Lenin said that religion was the opiumof the people? That Nee ee 
sowething, he was right; modern theology 18 an opiate, for the simple reason that the 
average Christian believes that he is under grace, and that lew is not essential. He 
will concade tnat if he wants to be a mechanic nemagt observe the laws of whatever 
trade he wants to become ‘efficient in; if he wants to become a musician there isa cer- 
tain technique that must be obgerved, and he must practice; and so, eventually, he be- 
comes a mechanic, or a musician, or an artist, etc. But when he wants to become a 
Christian, he says, "Lora, I believe", and that's the end of it. My Bible doesn't say 
so; neither does yours; nor is that a realistic picture; it doesn't coniorm to fects. 
The commandments, statutes, judgments and ordinances must still be observed; only tne 
laws of sacrifice were set aside through the atoning work of our Lord. Jesus Cnrist 
gave His life to redeem Israel, whom God had divorced; and even St. Paul, whom most 
of these abstract Christians quote, said we must work eut eur own salvation, in fear 
and trembling. l 
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I have felt like yelling, when I'have heard men and momen say 'I am not interested in 
worldly things; God has saved me and I am going to heaven.' Tneir religion is like a 
house without a foundation; the foundation of the Bible is in the first five books of 
‘the Old Testament, therein you will find the Ten Commendnents, and the statutes and 
judgments and ordinances. These are still in effect, wuetner you are saved or unsaved 
you reap tae same harvest. In my nursing experience, I have seen more tuan one devout 
Christian die of loathsome disease, due to wrong eating, which gives the lie to the 
claim that they are not under law. If you develop cancer throuch wrong eating, that 
proves you are subject to the law, in spite of your claim to the contrary. 


I could go on and enumerate and give illustrationsof every law the good Lord gave us. 
.ook at tne terrible suffering the world endures through the practiée of usury; it has 
hopelessly bogged down this nation, so that we are paying billions of dollars in inter- 
est cnarges alone every year. Europe is clamoring ior loans; they mean gifts. Yet do 
you know taat America is in worse shape financialiy than any of these? Even the Brit- 
ish Lion, which roars so much about her poverty, has a smaller per capita debt tnan 
America. We are completely bankrupt. Look at the huge assets England has in America 
and throughout the world, which sne is not willing to liquidate to pay her honest debts. “ 
“vill you tell me that the graceofGod is going to dispell this huge debt we have? Will 
you teil we tnat the grace of God is operating in the field of health, when we can't 
build hospitals fast enough? Will you tell me that our violation of the laws of agri- 
culture are not bringing the resultsof violation? In faceof the evidence, any state- 
‘nent you make to, tuat effect would be ridiculous. = 


Repeatedly, intone Old Testament, you read 'if ye walkin my statutes and keep my judg- 
ments'; if you don't, certain punishments will come upon you. Well, in spite of the 
grace someot you people say you have, the punishments are upon us as a nation; we are 
hepelessly in debt to the Synagogue of Satan, the Canaanites that walk in the house of 
the Lord. They hold the mortgage on your real estate; they hold the paper on your 
collateral; you are ridiculous when you claim otherwise. 


Why do we keep building hospitals and orphanages and prisons and insane asylums? It 
is because we' do not walk in the statutes and judgments of God.
